Sec.   1 .  ~|3  E  it  enacled  by  the  Senate  and  Houfe 
JL)  of  Reprefentatives    of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congrefs  afembled,  That  Dut?  of 
from  and  after  the  patting  this  acl,  it  Ihall  be  of^/mint 
the  duty  of  the  treafurer  of  the  mint,  to  receive  hercia* 
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and  give  receipts  for  all  metals  which  may 
lawfully  be  brought  to  the  mint  to  be  coined  ; 
and  for  the  purpofe  of  afcertaining  their  ref- 
peftive  qualities,  fhall  deliver  from  every  par- 
cel fo  received,  a  fufficient  number  of  grains 
to  the  affayer,  who  (hall  affay  allfuch  of  them 
as  may  require  it.

And  that  letters,  dire&ed  to  perfons 
living  between  pod-offices,  may  be  delivered, 
and  the  poftage  thereof  duly  collected,  it  fhaU 
be  the  duty  of  the  carriers  of  the  mail,  to  take 
charge  of,  and  deliver  all  fuch  letters,  as  mall, 
for  that  purpofe,  be  committed  to  them,  by 
any  deputy-poftmafter,  and  colled  the  poftage 
thereof,  which  fhall  be  paid  over  to  fuch  depu- 
ty-poftmafter, on  demand  :  And  for  every  let- 
ter, fo  delivered,  the  mail-carrier  delivering  the 
fame,  fhall  be  allowed  to  demand  and  receive 
two  cents,  to  his  own  ufe,  beiides  the  ordinary 
poftage.  And  if  any  deputy-poftmafter,  or 
other  agent  of  the  Poftmaftcr- General,  fhall 
df uties  °n  neglect  fo  to  account,  he  or  they  fo  offending, 
negieaing  fhall,  on  conviction  thereof,  forfeit  for  every 
fuch  oSence,  a  fum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars : 
Provided,  That  no  mail-carriers  fhall  make 
fuch  deliveries  at  any  place  not  on  the  poft- 
road  :  Provided  alfo,  That  the  receipt  and  de- 
livery of  letters  on  the  way,  between  poft-

ted to  him,  as  aforefaid,  and  which  fhall  not 
contain  any  fecurity  for,,  or  afluraftce  relating 
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to  money,  as  hereinafter  defcribed,  every  fuch  Penalty  on 
offender,  being  thereof  duly  convi&ed,  fhall,  ^f^JS&g 
for  every  fuch  offence,  be  fined,  not  exceed-  letter*. 
ing  three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprifoned,  not 
exceeding  fix  months, or  both,  according  to  the 
circumftances  and  aggravations  of  the  offence.

flock  in  the  funds,  or  for  receiving  the  intereft 
thereof,  or  any  letter  of  credit,  or  note  for,  or 
relating  to  the  payment  of  money,  or  anv 
bond  or  warrant,  draft,  bill  or  promiffory  note, 
whatfoever,  for  the  payment  of  money  ;  or  if 
any  fuch  perfon,  employed  as  aforefaid,  fhall 
fteal  or  take  any  of  the  fame,  out  of  any  let-^ 
ter,  packet,  bag  or  mail  of  letters,  that  fhall 
come  to  his  poffeffion,  he  fhall,  on  convi&ion. 
for  any  fuch  offence,  fuffer  death.  And  if  any 
perfon,  who  fhall  have  taken  charge  of  the 
mail  of  the  United  States,  fhall  quit  or  defert 
the  fame,  before  his  arrival  at  the  next  pofb- 
office,  every  fuch  perfon  fo  offending  fhall  for- 
feit and  pay  a  fum  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  for  every  fuch  offence.

"S^  E  //  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houfe 
O  of  Reprefentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congrefs  ajfcmbled,  That 
from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  September 
next,  there  fliall  be  levied,  collected  and'paid,-

which  fhallbe  made  within  the  United  States,  ^^ 
the  refpective  rates  and  duties  following,  to  ^"m 
wit :  The  fum  of  one-fourth  part  of  a  dollar 
for  every  hundred  dollars  of  the  purchafe-mo- 
ney  arifing  by  fale  at  auction,  of  any  interefl, 
right  or  eftate  in  any  lands,  tenements  or  he- 
reditaments, and  of  any  utenfils  in  hufbandry, 
and  farming  (lock,  fhips  and  veflels,  and  the 
fum  of  one  half  of  a  dollar,  for  every  hun- 
dred dollars  of  the  purchafe-money,  arifing 
by  fale  at  auction,  of  all  other  goods,  chat- 
tels, rights  and  credits  whatfoever,  and  at  the 
fame  rate  for  any  greater  or  leffer  fum,  ex- 
cept as  herein-after  excepted :  The  faid  ref- 
pective rates  and  duties  to  be  paid  by  the  auc- 
tioneer or  perfon  making  fuch  fales  at  auction, 
out  of  the  monies  arifing  from  each  and  every 
fuch  fale.

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March  in  the  prefent  year,  each  Senator  mall  Anowance 
be  entitled  to  receive  fix   dollars  for  every  to  rena- 
day  he  fhall  attend  the  Senate  ;   and  fhall  alio  tors' 
be  allowed,  at  the  commencement  and  end  of 
every  mch  feffion    and  meeting,  fix   dollars 
for  every  twenty  miles   of  the   eftimated  dis- 
tance, by  the  mofl  ufual  road,  from  his  place 
of  residence  to  the  feat  of  Congrefs :  And  in

of  fkilful  furveyors,  as  his  deputies  ;  whom  f.e  a  >p  ,m- 
he  fhall  caufe,  without  delay,  to  furvey  and^te^e^!nd 
mark  the  unafcertained  outlines  of  the  lands  Cities. 
lying  north-weft  of  the  river  Ohio,  and  above : 
the  mouth  of  the  river  Kentucky,  in  which  the 
titles   of  the  Indian   tribes  have   been   extin- 
guifhed,  and  to  divide  the  fame  in  the  manner 
herein-after  directed  ;  he  fhall  have  authority 
to  frame  regulations  and  inftructions  for  the

chafe,  or  of   tracts  of  land  heretofore  fur- 
veyed  or  patented,  or  the  courfe  of  naviga- 
ble rivers  may  render  it   impracticable  ;  and 
then  this  rule  (hall  be  departed  from,  no  fur- 
ther than  fuch  particular  circumftances  -may 
requires    The  corners  of  the  townfhips  mail 
be  marked  with  progreffive  numbers  from  the 
beginning  ;  each  diftance  of  a  mile  between 
the  faid  corners  fhall  be  alfo  diflinctly  marked 
with  marks  different  from  thofe  of  the  corners.

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croffes  the  fame  ;  thence  to  the  top  of  Cum- 
berland mountain  ;  thence  along  Campbell's 
line,  to  the  river  Clinch;  thence  down  the  faid 
river,  to  a  point  from  which  a  line  fliall  pafs 
the  Holften,  at  the  ridge,  which  divides  the 
waters  running  into  Little  River,  from  thofe 
running  into  the  Terinefle  ;  thence  fouth,  to 
the  North-Carolina  boundary  ;  thence  along 
the  South  Carolina  Indian  boundary,  to  and 
over  the  Ocunna  mountain,  in  a  fouth-wefl 
courfe,  to  Tugelo  river  ;  thence  in  a  direcl: 
line,  to  the  top  of  the  Currahee  mountain, 
where  the  Creek  line  pafles  it  ;  thence  to  the 
head  or  fource  of  the  main  fouth  branch  of 
the  Oconee  river,  called  the  Appalachee  5 
thence  down  the  middle  of  the  faid  main  a 
fouth  branch  and  river  Oconee,  to  its  conflu- 
ence with  Oakmulgee,  which  forms  the  ri- 
ver Altamaha ;  thence  down  the  middle  of 
the  faid  Altamaha,  to  the  old  line  on  the  faid 
river  ;  and  thence  along  the  faid  old  line  to 
the  river  Saint  Mary's  :  Provided  always,  that 
if  the  boundary  line  between  the  faid  Indian 
tribes  and  the  United  States,  mail,  at  any  PWvifioii 
time  hereafter,  be  varied,  by  any  treaty  which  f°r  a!',T*"k 
fhall  be  made  between  the  faid  Indian  tribes  maybe 
and  the  United  States,  then  all  the  provifions  madf  bj 
contained  in  this  acl,  mall  be  conftrued  to  ap- 
ply to  the  faid  line  fo  to  be  varied,  in  the  fame 
manner,  as  the  faid  provifions  now  apply  to 
the  boundary  line  herein-before  recited.

Tuperintendant,  or  fuch  other  perfon-  as  the 
Prefident  of  the  United  States  mall  authorize 
for  that  purpofe  ;  who,  upon  being  furni (li- 
ed with  the  neceffary  documents  and  proofs, 
mall,  under  the  direction  or  inilruftion  of 
the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  make  ap- 
plication to  the  nation  or  tribe,  to  which  fuch 
Indian  or  Indians  mall  belong,  for  fatisfac- 
tion ;  and  if  fuch  nation  or  tribe  mall  ne-

fatisfaction  or  revenge,  by  crofting  over  the 
line,  on  any  of  the  Indian  lands,  he  fliail  for- 
feit all  claim  upon  the  United  States,  for 
fuch  indemnification  :  And  provided  alfo,  that 
nothing  herein- contained  mall  prevent  the  le- 
gal apprehenfion  or  arrefting,  within  the  limits 
of  any  ftate  or  diftricl:,  of  any  Indian  having 
fo  oftended  :  And  provided  further ,  that  it 
mall  be  lawful- for  the  Prefident  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  to  deduct,  fuch  fum  or  funis,  as 
mall  be  paid  for  the  property  taken,  ftolen  or 
deflroyed  by  any  fuch  Indian,  out  of  the  an- 
nual ftipend,  which  the  United  States  are 
bound  to  pay  to  the  tribe,  to  which  fuch  In- 
dian mall  belong. 

Sec,  1 5.'  And  be  it  further  enacled,  That  the 
fuperior  courts  in  each  of  the  faid  territorial 
diftricts,  and  the  circuit  courts,  and  other 
courts  of  the  United  States,  of  fimilar  jurif-  J.ari'fdj.e~ 
diction  in  criminal  caufes,  in  each  diftrici  of  courts 
the  United  States,  in  which  any  offender  herem- 
againft  this  acl  mall  be  apprehended,  or; 
agreeably  to  the  provifions  of  this  act,  fliali 
be  brought  for  trial,  mail  have,  and  are  here- 
by invefted  with,  full  power  and  authority,  to 
hear  and  determine  all  crimes,  offences  and 
mifdemeanors,  againft  this  acl: ;  fuch  courts 
proceeding  therein,  in  the  fame  manner,  as 
if  fuch  -crimes,  offences  and  mifdemeanorr. 
bad  been  committed  within  the  bounds  of 
their  refpe&ive  diftriois  :  And  in  all  cafes, 
where  the  punifhment  mall  not  be  death,  the 
county-courts  of  quarter-femons  in  the  faid 
territorial  diftricb,  and  the  diftrict  courts  of 
the  United  States  in  their  refpective  diftricls, 
fhall  have,  and  are  hereby  invefted  with  like 
power  to  hear '-'and  determine  the  fame,  any 
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law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  :  Arid  in 
all  cafes,  where  the  punifhment  fhall  be  death, 
it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  governor  of  either  of 
the  territorial   diftrifts,.  where   the    offender 
fhall  be  apprehended,  or  into  which  he  fhall' 
be  brought  for  trial,  to  ilfue  a  commiffion  of 
oyer  and  terminer,  to  the  fu pernor  judges  of 
fuch  diflrift,  who   fhall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  hear  and  determine  all  fuch  capi- 
tal cafes,  in  the  fame  manner,  as  the  fuperior 
courts  of  fuch  diflrift  have  in  their  ordinary 
fefiions  :  And  when  the  offender  mail  be  ap- 
prehended, or  brought  for  trial,  into  any  of 
the  United  States,  except  Kentucky,  it   fhall 
be  lawful  for  the  Prefident   of   the  United 
States,  to  ilfue  a  like  commiffion   to  any  one 
or  more  judges  of  the  fupreme  court  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  judge   of  the  diflrift, 
in  which  fuch  offender  may  have  been  appre- 
hended, or  fhall  have  been  brought  for  trial ; 
which  judges,  or  any  two  of  them,  fhall  have 
the  fame  jurifdiftion  in  fuch  capital  cafes,  as 
the  circuit  court  of  fuch  diflrift,  and  fhall 
proceed  to  trial  and  judgment,  in  the  fame 
manner,  as  fuch  circuit  court  might  or  could, 
do.     And  the  diflrift  courts  of  Kentucky  and 
Maine  fhall  have  jurifdiftion  of  all  crimes, 
offences  and  mifdemeanors  committed  againit 
this  aft,  and  fhall  proceed  to  trial  and  judg- 
ment, in  the   fame  manner,    as  the  circuit 
courts  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  1 6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  military  force  of  the 
United  States,  to  apprehend  every  perfon, 
who  fhall,  or  may  be  found  in  the  Indian 
country,  over  and  beyond  the  faid  boundary 
line,  between  the  United  States  and  the  faid 
Indian  tribes,  in  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
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Virions  or  regulations  of  this  act,  and  him  oi* 
them  immediately  to  convey,  in  the  nearer!

JLJP   of  Reprefentatives  of  the  United  of  perfons 
States  of  America,  in  Congrefs  afembled,   That  j^-f^ 
perfons    imprifoned  on   procefs  hTuing  from  tions  under 
any  court  of  the  United  States  in    civil  ac-  U-Staies-  - 
tions,  fhall  be  entitled  to  like  privileges  of  the 
yards  or  limits  of  the  refpeclive  gaols,  as  per- 
fons confined  in  like  cafes,  on  procefs  from 
the  courts  of  the  refpe£tive  ftates,  are  entitled 
to,  and  under  the  like  regulations  and  re- 
f  tactions.

Sec.  i .  ~W3  E  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houfe 
J[3  of  Reprefentatives  of  the  United 
States  sf  America j  in  Congrefs  affembled,  That 
all  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  which,  are 
not  locally  inapplicable,  dught  to  have,  and 
fhall  have,  the  fame  force  and  effect  within  the 
ftate  of  Tenneffee,  as  elfewhere  within  the 
United  States. 

And  to  the  end,  that  the  ad,  intituled,  "  An 
a&  to  eftablifh  the  judicial  courts  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,"  may  be  duly  adminiftered  within 
the  ftate  of  Tenneffee, 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  faid  ftate 
fhall  be  one  diftricl,  to  be  denominated  Ten- 
neffee diftric~t,  and  there  mail  be  a  diftrict- 
court  therein,  to  confift  of  one  judge, 
who  fhall  refide  in  the  faid  diftricl:,  and  be 
called  the  diftrid  judge,  and  annually  hold 
four  feffions  ;  the  firft  to  commence  on  the 
firft  Monday  in  April  next,  and  the  three 
other  feffions  progreffively,  on  the  like  Mon- 
days of  every  three  calendar  months  after- 
wards. The  faid  diftrict-courts  fhall  be  held 
alternately  at  Knoxville  and  Nafhville,  begin- 
ning at  Nafhville.

E  it  enabled  by  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Re- 
prefentatives of  the  United  States  of  A?ne-, 
rica,  m  Congrefs  ajembled,  That  the  Comp- 
troller of  the  Treafury  fhall  and  may  examine 
and  determine  upon  fuch  evidence,  as  John 
Brown,  of  Providence,  in  the  ftate  of  Rhode* 
Ifland,  furviving  partner  of  the  late  houfe  of 
Brown  and  Francis,  {hall  and  may  produce 
and  offer,  to  eftablifn  and  prove  the  export 
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and  delivery  without  the  limits  of  the  United  Dravim< 
States,  of  certain  foreign  Geneva  and  empty  allowed 
bottles,  faid  to  have  been  exported  from  the  SJ-Jwn 
port  of  Providence  for  the  Eaft-Indies,  in  the

.hundred  and  ninety-fix,  between  the  Pefident 
(of  the  United  States  of  America,  on  the  one 
.part,  and  behalf  of  the  faid  flates,andtheKings, 
Chiefs  and  Warriors  of  the  Creek  Nation  of 
Indians,  on  the  part  of  ihe  faid  Nation ;  which 
Treaty  is  in  the  words  following,  to  wit  : 


A  TREATY  o/PEACE  ^FRIENDSHIP 

made  and  concluded  between  the  Prefident  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  on  the  one 
Part,  and  Behalf  of  the  faid  States,  and  the 
underfgned  Kings,  Chiefs  and  Warriors  of 
the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians,  on  the  Part  of 
the  faid  Nation. 

!HE  parties  being  defirous  of  eflablifh- 
ing  permanent  peace  and  friendfhip 
3etween  the  United  States  and  the  faid  Creek 
lation,  and  the  citizens  and  members  there- 
of ;  and  to  remove  the  caufes  of  war,  by  af- 
certaining  their  limits,  and  making  other  ne- 
effary,  juft  and  friendly  arrangements  ;  the 
Prefident  of  the  United  States,  by  Benjamin 
lawkins,  George  Clymer  and  Andrew  Pick- 
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ens,  Commimoners  whom  he  hath  conftituted 
with  powers  for  thefe  pur'pofes;  by  and  with 
the  advife  and  corifent  of  the  Senate  ;  and  the 
Creek  Nation  of  Indians,  by  the  underfigned 
Kings,  Chiefs  and  Warriors,  reprefenting 
the  whole  Creek  Nation,  have  agreed  to  the 
following  articles :

'  The  boundary  line  from  the  Currahee  • 
mountain,  to  the  head,  or  fource  of  the  main 
fouth  branch  of  the  Oconee  river,  called,  by 
the  white  people,  Appalatohee,  and  by  the 
Indians,  Tulapocka,  and  down  the  middle  of 
the  fame,  mail  be  clearly  ascertained,  and 
marked,  at  fuch  time,  and  in  fuch  manner, 
as  the.

lands  ;  the  commiffioners  of  the  United 
States,  on  behalf  of  the  faid  dates,  give  to 
the  faid  nation,  goods  to  the  value  of  fix  thou- 
fand  dollars,  and  ftipulate  to  fend  to  the  In- 
dian nation,  two  blackfmiths,  with  ftrikers,  to 
be  employed  for  the  upper  and  lower  Creeks 
with  the  neceffary  tools. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

All  animofities  for  pafl:  grievances  fhall 
henceforth  ceafe,  and  the  contracting  parties  ?aft  ani_ 
will  carry  the  foregoing  treaty  into  full  exe-  mofities  t® 
cution  with  all  good  faith  and  fincerity.  Pro- 
vided nevertheless,  That  perfons  now  under 
arreft,  in  theftate  of  Georgia,  for  a  violation 
of  the  treaty  at  New-York,  are  not  to  be  in- 
eluded,  in  this  amnefty,  but  are  to  abide  the 
decifion  of  law. 

ARTICLE  X. 

This  treaty  fliall  take  erfecl;  and  be  obliga- 
tory on  the  contracting  parties,  as  foon  as  the 
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fame  mall  have  been  ratified  by  the  Prefident 
of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  confent  of  the  fenate.

And  whereas,  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States,  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  prefent 
concurring,  did,  by  their  refolution  of  the  fe-  J£' 
cond  day  of  March  inflant,  '  confent  to,  and  ®a  condi- 
advife  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  to  Jhentijrd 
ratify  the  Treaty  of  Peace  and  Friend fhip, 
made  and  concluded  at  Coleraine,  in  the  Hate 
of  Georgia,  on  the  29th  June,  1796,  between 
the  Prefident  of  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, on  the^  part  and  'behalf  of  the  faid  States, 
and  the  Kings,  Chiefs  and  Warriors  of  the 
Creek  nation  of  Indians,  on  the  part  of  the 
faid  nation  :  Provided,  and  on  condition,  that 
nothing  in  the  third  and  fourth  articles  of  the 
faid  treaty,  exprened  in  the  words  following,* 
"  Article  3d,  The  Prefident  of  the  United 
States  of  America  fhall  have  full  powers, when- 
ever he  may  deem  it  advifable,  to  eftablifh  a 
trading  or  military  pod  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the 
Alatamaha,  on  the  bluff,  about  one  mile  above 
Beard's  bluiF;  or  any  where  from  thence 
down  trie  faid  river  on  the  lands  of  the  In- 
dians, to  garrifon  the  fame  with  any  part  of 
the  military  force  of  the  United  States,  to 
protect  the  poll,  and  to  prevent  the  violation 
of  any  of  the  provilions  or  regulations  fub- 
fifting  between  the  parties  :  And  the  Indians 
do  hereby  annex  to  the  pofl  aforefaid,  a  trad  .

if  the  Prefident  fliould  deem  it  proper,  then; 
to  fix  on  any  place  or  places  adjoining  the  ri- 
yer,  and  on  the  Indian  lands  for  military  or 
trading  pods  :  the  Creeks  who  attend  there, ' 
will  concur  in  fixing  the  fame,  according  to 
the  wifhes  of  the  Prefident.  And  to  each  poll, 
the  Indians  mail  annex  a  tract  of  land  of  five 
miles  fquare,  bordering  one  fide  on  the  river. 
And  the  faid  lands  fhall  be  to  the  ufe  and  un- 
der the  government  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  Provided  always,  that  whenever  any

The  Conventions  of  a  number  of  States,  having,  at  the. 
time  of  their  adopting  the  Conftitution,  expreffed  a  de- 
fire,  in  order  to  prevent  mifconferuftion  or  abufe  of 
its  powers,  that  further  declaratory  and  refiriclive 
claufes  jhoidd  be  added :  And,  as  extending  the 
ground  of  public  confidence  in  the  government,  will 
beji  enfure.  the  beneficent  ends  of  its  infiitution  : 

EESOLVED  by  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Repre- 
l  fentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
Congrefs  affembled,  two-thirds  of  both  Houfes  concur- 
ring,  That  the  following  articles  be  propoied  to  the 
Iegiflatures  of  the  feveral  ftates,  as  amendments 
to  the  conftitution  of  the  United  States,  all  or  any 
of  which  article's,  when  ratified  by  three-fourths  of 
the  faid  Iegiflatures,  to  be  valid  to  all  intents  and 
purpofes,  as  part  of  the  faid  Conftitution  j  viz. 

Articles  in  addition  to,  and  amendment  of,  the  Conftitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  of  America,  propofed  by 
s  Congrefs,  and  ratified  by  the  Legiflatures  of  the  fe- 
veral States,  purfuant  to  the  fifth  article  of  the  ori- 
ginal Corftitution. 

Article  'the  Firji, 

.   After  the  firft  enumeration  required  by  the -firft 
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article  of  the  ConfTitution,  there  (hall  be  one  repre- 
fentative  for  every  thirty  thoufand,  until  the  num- 
ber mall  amount  to  one  hundred,  after  which  the 
proportion  fhall  be  fo  regulated  by  Congrefs,  that 
there*  mall  be  not  lefs  than  one  hundred  reprefenta- 
tives,  nor  lefs  than  one  reprefentative  for  every  for- 
ty thoufand  perfons,  until  the  number  of  represen- 
tatives fhall  amount  to  two  hundred ;  after  which 
the  proportion  fhall  be-  fo  regulated  by  Congrefs, 
that  there  fhall  be  not  lefs  than  two  hundred  repre- 
fentatives,  nor  more  than  one  reprefentative  for 
every  fifty  thoufand  perfons. 

Article  the  Second. 

No  law  varying  the  cornpenfation  for  thefetvkes 
of  the  "Senators  and  Representatives,  mall  take  ef- 
fect, until  an  election  of  reprefentatives  mall  have 
intervened. 

Article  the  Third. , 

Congrefs-  fhall  make  no  law  refpecling  an  eftafe- 
lifhment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercife 
thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of  fpeech,  or  of 
i  the  prefs  ;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to 
affemble,  and  to  petition  the  government  for  a  mT 
drefs  of  grievances. 

Article  the  Fourth. 

A  well-regulated  militia  being  neceffary  to  the  fe-^ 
xmrity  of  a  free  flate,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep 
and  bear  arms  fhall  not  be  infringed. 

Article  the  Fifth. 

No  foldier  fhall  in  time  of  peace  be  quartered  in 
any  houfe  without  the  con-fern  of  the  owner,  nor  in 
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time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prefcribed  by 
law. 

Article  the  Sixth. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  fecure  in  their  per- 
fons,  houfes,  papers,  and  effects,  againft  unreason- 
able fearches  and  feizures,  mall  not  be  violated, 
arid  no  warrants  mail  iifue,  but  upon  probable  caufe. 
fupported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly 
describing  the  place  to  be  fearched,  and  the  per- 
fons  or  things  to  be  feized. 

Article  the  Seventh. 

No  perfon  mall  be  held  to  anfwer  for  a  capital 
or -otherwife  infamous  crime,  unlefs  on  a  present- 
ment or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  except  in  cafes 
arifing  in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  mili* 
,tia  when  in  aclual  fervice  in  time  of  war  or  public 
danger  ;  nor  mall  any  perfon  be  fubjeft  for  the  fame 
offence  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life  or  limb  ; 
nor  fhall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  cafe  to  be 
witnefs  againft  himfelf,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  li- 
berty,  or  property,  without  due  procefs  of  law : 
nor  ihall  private  property  be  taken  for  public  ufe. 
without  juft  compensation. 

Article  the  Eighth.

In  all  criminal  profecutions,  the  accufed  mall  en 
joy  the  right  to  a  fpeedy  and  public  trial,  by  anim 
partial  jury  of  the  ftate  and  diftricl:  wherein  the 
crime  (hall  have  been  committed,  which  diftricl;  fhd 
have  been  previoufly  afcertained  by  law,  and  to  bt 
informed  of  the  nature  and  caufe  of  the  accufation 
to  be  confronted  with  the  witneffes  againft  him  ;  tc 
have  compulfory  procefs  for  obtaining  witneffes  ii 
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his  favour,  and  to  have  the  afliftance  of  counfel  for 
his  defence. 

Article  the  Ninth. 

In  fuits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  con- 
troverfy  (hall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of 
trial  by  jury  mall  be  preferved,  and  no  fact,  tried 
byajury,mall  be  otherwife  re-examined  in  any  court 
of  the  United  States,  than  according  to  the  rules 
of  the  common  law.

Article  the  Twelfth. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States 
ijy  the  eonftitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the 
ftates,  are  referved  to  the  ftates  refpe&ively,  or  to 
the  people.
